\XJ UEREAS it is expedient to amend and consolidate the laws 
» * relating to solicitors, and to the service of indentured appren- 
tices to solicitors in Ireland : 



Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
5 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 



Preliminary . 

1. This Act may be cited as the Solicitors (Ireland) Act, 18S5. Short title. 

10 2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. Extent, of 

Act. 

3. This Act shall, so far as regards the power of the Lord commenee- 
Chancellor and certain of the judges of Her Majesty’s High Court mentof Act. 
of Justice in Ireland and of the Incorporated Law Society to make 
regulations hereunder, and so far as regards the issue of notices and 
15 other proceedings preliminary to holding the first examinations 
hereunder, come into operation on the passing hereof, and for all 
other purposes shall come into operation on the first day of January 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-six.
